Those 1935-mt del 
piodieers 
in 
Matanuska valley are now in the ¡r 
second Alaskan summ er and then- 
first Alaskan winter is I ir behind 
them. 
Several months age 
they 
passed the first anniversary 
o! 
their arrival in their new frontier 
homes and are now familiar with 
virtually all the climatic weapons 
Alaska will use in its attempt to 
stand off further colonization. A r­ 
riving in May, 1935, the pioneers 
first experienced the w arm 
and 
rem ark ,ble Alaskan summer with 
its perpetual light. 
They saw the 
sun stay above the horizon 
for 
tw enty hours each day, and 
its 
light remain there the full tw en­ 
ty-four. 
They saw the effects of 
these long hours ot sunlight which 
caused wild flowers 
to 
spring 
waist high from the virgin 
soil 
and cultivated crops to grow in 
sizes never approached in their 
middle western states. 
They also 
saw, 
with 
less 
pleasure, 
that 
Alaska’s warm 
summers 
bring 
forth mosquitoes more vicious and 
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far more num erous 
than 
those 
which harassed 
them 
in 
their 
low er-latitude homes. 
A few m onths later they 
saw 
Alaska at 
its 
w orst—doing 
its 
best to drive them back to their 
depression 
and 
drouth-stricken 
homes in 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan, 
and Minnesota. 
Instead of hang­ 
ing above the horizon during most 
of the day, the sun just 
peeped 
over the southern rim for a few 
hours out 
of 
each 
twenty-four. 
Their snow-covered 
valley 
was 
to be richly rew arded beyond an 
gloom ol the long Arctic 
night, 
and the tem perature 
frequently 
dropped far below zero. 
However, the worst the M itan- 
Uskn region had to offer in 
the 
way of adverse climate was 
not 
enough to have m uch effect upon 
the new settlers. 
In fact, the win­ 
ter they 
experienced 
was 
not 
g ie itly different from those 
*o 
which they had been accustomed 
in their home states. 
The valley’s 
overage tem perature last January 
was 12.9 degrees above zero and 
i ven during 
the 
shortest 
days 
there was sufficient light to al­ 
low seven or eight hours of out­ 
door work. 
Sum m er, 
therefore, 
is reported, found the coloni: : 
satisfied with their lot and 
e x ­ 
presing their determ ination to re­ 
main in the valley. 
Of 
course, 
the colony is not as large as it was 
at tht' beginning. 
A few 
m em ­ 
b e r s , for various reasons, have re­ 
turned to the states, but three out 
of every four of all the original 
im m igrants can still be found on 
their Matanuska farms. 
Fortunately for the 
under’ ik­ 
ing. the transplanted farm ers ap­ 
parently did not expect their Ir. s 
m Alaska to be blsesed with e. 
\ 
nor did they expect their labor, 
to be richiay rew arded beyond an 
adequate living. 
Also it is 
for­ 
tunate that the federal em ergen­ 
cy relief adm inistration, in charge 
of the 
o Ionization 
project, 
se­ 
lected the families with 
regard 
for their character and fitness foi 
pioneers. Alaska, like other 
u n ­ 
tamed countries, is not to be con­ 
quered by weak efforts or 
we k 
people. 
Nor will it immediately 
drop riches into the laps of those 
who till its soils. 
There has been 
a great deal of discussion 
con­ 
cerning this 
colony. 
Bo*h 
its 
failure and success in 
e t bl ih- 
ing itself perm anently have been 
predicted. 
A survey of the lac -. 
however, would indicate that the 
Rev. Bernard H ubbard who 
has 
>pent 
years 
exploring 
Ala-ka. 
struck the right key when he said 
of the colonists, “Alaska is good 
enough for them, provided 
they 
are good enough for Alaska.” 
But granting that Alask, 
is a 
hard nut to crack, il is impossible 
to think of these pioneers w ith­ 
out com paring them with A m er­ 
ican pioneers of other generations. 
The government picked these peo­ 
ple from the relief rolls ol Wis­ 
consin, Michigan, and Minnesota 
and set them up 
in 
their 
new 
Alaskan homes. 
Unlike those who 
tamed our west, they traveled to 
their new locations in steamships 
and 
trains 
instead 
of 
prairie 
schooners, and upon arriving they 
were met by helpful bands of CCC 


workers instead of bands of hos­ 
tile Indians. 
They had a doctor 
and nurs > to watch over 
then 
health with the result 
that 
the 
death rale during the first w inter 
was

normal, 
and 
they 
bought f >nd 
from a governm ent 
store on credit given by the gov­ 
ernm en t. 
None of

settlers 
h .vc money of their 
own, 
and 
everything they need, and this i n ­ 
cludes their food u n til.th e ir new 
land be omes productive, is pui - 
cii csed on credit extended by the 
government. All this, not to m en­ 
tion a com munity recreation cen­ 
ter. creamery, 
hatchery, 
w are­ 
house, pum ping 
station, 
sewer, 
etc. -all built by the" government. 
If the project, does finally end in 
failure, it will not be because- the 
colonists have been throw n 
too 
much on their own resources. 
Everything, o! course, did net 
\k irk with perfect order and bus;* 
neslike efficiency. 
As has 
been 
i ,id, tin- proji t is being directed 
by a 
government 
bureau, 
and 
without doubt there have 
been 
• m 
w 
n the coloni-ts felt they 
h a d .just 
cause 
for 
complain: 
Nevertheless, they have been well 
enough provided for 
that 
they 
ha ve 
suffered few real hardships 
,.nd d ci the first w inter in their 
new homes they can class them- 
selvc 
as a group of very fortun­ 
ate pioneers. 
There has been, 
and 
still 
is, 
consideiable skepticism as to the 
outcome of this governm ent ven- 
ture oi colonize the northern te r­ 
ritory. 
M atanuska valley is still 
pictured occasionally as a sterile 
region in which farm ing is 
im- 
posible and w here a few feet be­ 
low the- surface the ground 
is 
perpetually 
frozen. 
Potatoes 
grown in the region have 
been 
described as being, rotten inside, 
and other agricultural 
products 
have 
been 
term ed 
practically 
worthless. 
Such 
charges 
are 
shown to be false by experim ents 
by the departm ent of agriculture 
in the region, but since he 
con­ 
siders truthful com m ent on 
the 
actual facts as they exist in Alaska 
to be at 
prem ium , 
Delegate 
Anth my Dimond, in a speech on 
the fl )or of the House, quoted a 
Presbyterian m inister 
who

lived in the territory for

ization than the Asiatic territories 
being conquered by 
Japan. 
He 
rcfer.s to Alaska’s great weal a in 
furs, fish, coal, oil, gold, copper, 
and other 
minerals, 
which 
is 
equaled by n >ne of the 
Scandi­ 
navian 
countries 
that 
support 
millions of people and he sees an 
agricultural 
future 
for 
Alaska 
through the development of 
the 
territory’s millions 
of 
acres 
of 
tillable lands. 
There are none to dispute A l­ 
aska’s wealth. 
Since the te rri­ 
tory was purchased from Russia 
in 1867 
for 
$7,200,000, 
nearly 
$700,000,000 worth of gold, silver, 
and copper have been taken out, 
and m ining experts say there 
is 
still as much gold there as 
has 
been removed. 
The value of the 
salmon packed there in one year 
runs to four or five 
times 
the 
purchase price of 
the 
territory, 
and even in depressed times the 


value of furs shipped to the U n ­ 
ited States exceeds $2,000,000 
a ; 
year. 
T here are millions of acres 
of lum ber and pulpwood in A l­ 
aska, potential w ater power 
is

3,000,000: 
horsepower, there is enough coal 
to supply the whole United States:

and sulphur. 
Nor are all of these i 
deposits in localities difficult oft 
access.

which th e new colonists are now 
living and w ithin reach of

governm ent railroad. 
Besides all this w ealth there are 
A laska’s vast tracts of fertile land, 
some of the richest of which at* j 
now inaccessible because of the 
lack of roads. 
T here arc exten­ 
sive‘ areas suited for the giaZmgl 
of cattle and the treeless region 
in the northw est is 
capable 
of 
supporting 10,000,000 reindeer. In 
fact, the 1200 head brought there 
from Lapland by the governm ent 
in 1900 have now 
increased 
to 
700,000 while furnishing food for 
m any Eskimos. 
If the present colonization ven­ 
ture accomplishes nothing else, it 
will probably serve to shatter the 
w idespread belief held by people 
“outside” that Alaska is a land of 
ice and snow. 
On the coast 
of 
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the “panhandle”, w here lack 
of 
so 1 and heavy rains m ake agri- 
uiture impossible, the climate is 
very mild. 
Ketchikan, 
Alaska's 
st 
md largest city, can be com­ 
pared to Richmond, Va., so far as 
t i m ate is concerned, 
and 
ice- 
locked harbors in that region are 
unheard of. 
The 
interior, 
of 
course, is colder and some parts 
of the territory are very cold, but 
Alaska is no m ore an uninhabit­ 
able country 
than 
is 
Norway, 
which is just as far north. 
Footloose 
persons, 
however, 
should learn something else along 
with these facts. 
In spite of the 
fact that there are only about 60,- 
000 people living in Alaska, where 
there is so much 
wealth, 
this 
wealth is not to be had for 
the 
taking. 
There are few who can 
stand the hardships of prospect­ 
ing and fewer who find prospect- 
ing profitable. 
Likewise, farming 
in Alaska is not a job that would 
please 
fortune 
seekers.— P ath ­ 
finder.

From 10 to 50 peo- ! h 
pie visit his snake pit each day 
and most every one has some sort 
of tale featuring a snake. 
“Some of the^e stories,” Hm- 
richs says, “are definite proof that 
rural Butler countians do not lack 
in imagination. 
Others arc more 
in line with reptilian possibilities. 
A third group, from unfrightened 
bservers. are really 
useful 
in 
predicting the behavior 
of

“With no intention of publicity 
—

classifying the 
snakelore 
which K 'n8 *s about the only 
my pit visitors and 
friends 
have 
treated me to, I shall only 
say 
that, personally,

scribe. 
For 
instance,
